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Tri-Town: A Year in Review

One of the highlights of each year for me is 
standing before the bookshelf in my study and beholding 
the completed collection of the entire year's issues of The 
Wanderer - 51 to be exact, with one online-only edition, 
which this year happens to be the one you are now 
reading. It's a moment of reckoning of my life's work over 
the past year, the accumulation of all that I have produced 
meant to inform, expose, enlighten, and ultimately pay 
the bills. 

It's more than that, though. This stack before me 
literally represents a year that I... that we ... have lived. I 
feel sentimental about it when I look through them for the 
most notable news to highlight - the main issues that each 
community experienced and the people endured in this 
little corner of the void we call Tri-Town. 

Having said that, I bring you your Tri-Town: A 
Year in Review... 

Rochester is changing. And much like in 2016, 
2017 in Rochester was mostly about the conversion of 
open spaces into fenced-in solar farms. 

Rochester is now home to multiple large- 
scale solar energy facilities, with the last one slated for 
Rounseville Road at the corner of Mendell Road already 
permitted and ready for construction in 2018. 

This latest project, like other solar projects that 
came before, was vehemently opposed by abutters. 
Abutters of the solar farm established on Route 105 
sought to amend the Town's solar bylaw to prohibit 
future large-scale solar projects from designated scenic 
byways, like Route 105. 

Under the jurisdiction of the Planning Board, 
the article was vetted during a public hearing in 
September during which Planning Board Chairman Arnie 
Johnson said that perhaps residents behind the citizens' 
petition should consider an all-out ban of solar farms 
on designated scenic byways unless the topographical 
features of the land naturally screen the project from view. 

That notion had the initial support of Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey, who agreed the Attorney General's 
Office might consider the article acceptable; however, the

night of the October 23 Special Town Meeting, Johnson 
said Bailey had reconsidered and could no longer 
recommend moving forward with the bylaw amendment 
as Johnson had suggested before. Also, that night the 
resident representing the article was not present when it 
was called; therefore, no change in the bylaw resulted. 

As for Rounseville Road, Borrego Solar Systems 
will be developing 13 of the 81 acres of the land that 
corners Mendell Road, now that the Site Plan Review 
process with the Planning Board has closed and the 
Special Permit issued. 

There could be further solar farms in Rochester 
in 2018, particularly (and speculatively) on Marion Road 
(Route 105), now that Craig Canning, developer of a 
proposed farmer's market/ agricultural operation, has 
withdrawn his applications with the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and Planning Board, despite having received 
prior approval from both boards. 

Many of Canning's abutters supported the 
agriculturally-based project, except for Kenneth and 
Maryann Cutler of 223 Marion Road, who sued Canning 
and the Town Of Rochester to stop the project. 

Back in July, Canning submitted a request to 
withdraw his application for the project, but scores of 
supportive abutters and townspeople came out to support 
Canning, who said he was overwhelmed by the public's 
support, and Canning subsequently changed his mind. 

Still, Canning faced the Cutlers' mounting 
opposition. 

"I do not want it across the street," said Mrs. 
Cutler on August 23. "I don't want a commercial building 
in that field." 

For months the public hearings continued, and

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Canning received his Special Permit in November. Yet on 
December 13, Canning sent a letter to the ZB A and the 
Planning Board to again withdraw his applications. 

''Unfortunately, projected litigation costs make the 
project economically unfeasible at this time given the two 
lawsuits filed..." wrote Canning. 

Canning had commented before that, if this 
farmer's market project were not to come to fruition, he 
would have to explore alternative means to maximize the 
property's financial outcome, including solar. 

Wellspring Farm, the experiential and therapeutic 
horseback riding mental health facility at 42 Hiller Road, 
took the entire year to achieve Planning Board approval. 
However, it still faces opposition from abutter Cathy 
Mendoza who says owners Holly and James Vogel are still 
in violation of Planning Board conditions and, now, also 
State noise level regulations. 

The ZBA on December 21 deferred to the Planning 
Board before it continued the matter until its next meeting 
on December 28, when again the appeal was continued 
until January 4. 

Also in 2017, Rochester received and planted a 
special sapling from an ancient ginkgo biloba tree from 
Hiroshima that survived the hydrogen bombing of WWII. 
The sapling was donated to the town by former Town 
Administrator Michael McCue and dedicated on August 
6. The tree's new home is at the rear of the ball field on 
Dexter Lane. 

Not to leave him out, but 2017 was to be the final 
full year of service for Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee 
who announced in September that he would retire on 
September 24, 2018. Magee served the Town of Rochester 
for 14 years as chief, for a total of 30 years as an officer. 

And finally, the firing of Rochester bus driver 
Ralph Stinson caused a calamity amongst parents who 
vowed to the Rochester School Committee that their fight 
to support Stinson was not over. 

In Marion, there were plenty of significant news 
stories to read about. 

First, the best news of the year was likely the 
completion of the renovations to the old VFW building 
on Mill Road and the opening of the Town's very own

Benjamin D. Cushing Senior/Community Center. The 
center held an open house on August 12, unveiling the 
newest town-owned facility to the public and announcing 
that the center was officially open for business. 

Speaking of the VFW building, which added a 
new facet to the Town House renovation debate, could 
it possibly house a new town administration building 
complex in the coming future? 

The Marion Town House Building Committee 
stood by its years of work and maintained that its $7.9 
million Option 3A - to renovate the Town House but 
exclude a previously proposed 996 square-foot addition - 
was the best option for the town. 

Former Selectman Stephen Cushing on February 
7 commented rather pessimistically that most of us 
present that evening would be dead before we ever 
saw the results of the years of Town House renovation 
discussions, but the board went ahead with a 'why not' 
vote to allow a VFW site option exploration, which led to 
the formation of a building subcommittee proposed by 
former Planning Board member Rob Lane and Finance

Committee Chairman Alan Minard. 

The results of the feasibility study, which received 
approval for $35,000 by voters at the October Special 
Town Meeting, will be reported in 2018. 

And after years of efforts, voters approved the 
town's new Master Plan, a project three years in the 
making. 

And the Board of Health, although no actual 
steps have been taken to move the town closer to a new 
regulation, reignited its debate on banning flavored 
tobacco and nicotine products, including menthol 
cigarettes. 

The Board of Health attracted the attention 
of "Big Cig," the tobacco industry, who cautioned the 
Town that any move toward banning menthol cigarettes 
would result in lawsuits - a threat that was countered 
by the Public Health Advocacy Institute of Northeastern 
University who pledged free legal support for the Town 
should the Town be sued. 

The matter also attracted attention across the 
state, with many arguing against the motion, whether

it be for personal rights of adults, protection for local 
retailers who rely on cigarette sales for business, or for 
minority rights - especially since the majority of menthol 
cigarette smokers are of the black community. 

The board held its final meeting of 2017 on 
December 12 without making any further decisions. 

Before 2017 ended, town officials began voicing 
their support of a re-zoning effort for the Briggs property 
located off Spring Street. Although Town Meeting voters 
have numerous times struck down an article to rezone 
the lots from Industrial / General Business into residential 
E, the town this time is hoping to assist Briggs in this 
business venture while adding a few affordable housing 
units - something Briggs adamantly opposes. The year 
2018 will either see re-zoning approval with a residential 
condo complex sans affordable housing, or perhaps 
another 40B, which Briggs has threatened the town with if 
it did not help Briggs avoid including affordable housing 
units that he says would make his investment financially 
unfeasible. 

Marion dodged a wastewater-related bullet when 
the Environmental Protection Agency allowed the Town 
to explore alternative measures in its NPDES (National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination Systems) permit to try 
to reduce nitrogen pollution, celebrating for only a short 
while before the Buzzards Bay Coalition issued its intent 
to sue the Town of Marion for violating the Clean Water 
Act. We'll see in 2018 if this floats or not... 

And of course. Police Chief Lincoln Miller has 
retired effective December 31, and Lieutenant John Garcia 
has taken his place as the town's new police chief. 

Over in Mattapoisett, the home of the reigning 
2017 Miss Massachusetts Jillian Zucco, the meetings with 
the highest turnout of residents would be the "Swamp 
Subdivision" and the Brandt Island subdivision that 
Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker once said was so 
bad it looked like Afghanistan. 

The Brandt Point Village subdivision saga has 
been ongoing for years as the subdivision has changed 
developers a number of times, and it appears as if the 
saga will continue well into the New Year. 

As for the aforementioned Swamp Subdivision at

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the end of Snowfield Road, some abutters have requested 
that Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King 
recuse himself from discussion and voting, calling it a 
conflict of interest - an allegation King denied. 

Abutters also accused King of not honoring his 
pledge to uphold the Wetlands Protection Act by him 
showing some support for the project. 

King commented that it was his job to understand 
both sides of the application process, and that he 
supported property owners' rights to develop their 
properties. He refused to recuse. 

Also notable in Mattapoisett's 2017 was the 
planning for Phase IB of the Bike Path reaching 100 
percent, and construction of the bike path will begin later 
in the New Year. 

Phase IB was started back in 2009. 

The Town secured TIP (Transportation

cancer." 

Claudio said, "My son was diagnosed with a 
brain tumor," as he prepared for the fourth year in a row 
to jump into the ice cold water confirming his intention to 
help those in need. 

And then it was time to purge one's demons of 
doubt and dive - well, walk quickly - into the sea. 

That low cyclical tide made even getting wet 
difficult as the would-be swimmers slogged out into 
the harbor trying to find water deep enough to actually 
plunge into.

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The song soon became a tradition of New Year's 
Eve as well as other reminiscing events. They included 
farewells, funerals, and other memorials, while also 
symbolizing new beginnings such as graduations, 
scouting jamborees, election of new governments, hymns, 
weddings, parades, and anthems, and best-known 
incorporated in "America the Beautiful." 

Over the years, it transcended into many foreign 
languages when its pentatonic scale was matched to scales 
used in Japan, Korea, India, China, and other Eastern 
Asian cultures. However, it perhaps reached international 
recognition when in 1929 it was greatly aggrandized by 
Guy Lombardo and his Royal Canadian Orchestra. For 
half a century, Lombardo charmed the entertainment 
world with his accompaniment of New Year celebrations 
until his death in 1977. 

The song became popular in high New York 
society for gathering in Times Square for the ritualistic 
dropping of the ball at the stroke of midnight by people 
like William Randolph Hearst and Henry Ford. Other 
industrialist Americans could personally relate to Burns 
as one of them, because he was a truly self-made man. 

For instance, in Scotland he was known as the 
ploughman's poet, deeply inspired and connected with 
rural laborers by traveling through the countryside, 
collecting and mending verse and music melded into his 
interpretative prose - one of his most famous is the iconic 
tale of Tam o' Shanter. 

He said that he learned "Auld Lang Syne" from 
talking with an old man in his country travels, perhaps 
making it a cultural inspiration of historical Scotland. 

Consequently, may I suggest that at the stroke of 
midnight during the playing of the song, we all might lift 
a cup of kindness or a glass of champagne as a toast to his 
immortal inspiration. 

At this fleeting moment, time may seem to 
stand still enough to bring back the memory of auld 
acquaintance in our lives, and for us to deeply reminisce 
during the meaningful passage of one year into another.

Yet, for one person, how you wish to spend your 
time, talents and financial resources is not the point. The 
point is sharing. Period. 

Miss Massachusetts and Mattapoisett native 
Jillian Zucco has dedicated her young life to prompting 
volunteerism. The December event titled ''Make A 
Difference Expo" was her brainchild to bring together 
nonprofit and / or volunteer organizations and give them a 
platform to not only share the work they are doing, but to 
also possibly add volunteers to their ranks. 

When asked how the expo was going Zucco 
replied, "Really well." As the girl trio B.L.C. sang 
what Zucco dubbed "uplifting" tunes adding an 
air of conviviality to the event, Zucco's dark eyes 
sparkled. "It's been crazy busy," she said of the holiday 
season, her professional work as a cardiac care nurse, 
responsibilities and personal appearance commitments 
as Miss Massachusetts, and as a prime-mover in the 
Showstoppers entertainment organization. The group had 
completed some 30 shows during the season and would 
be performing later in the afternoon. 

But Zucco's enthusiastic drive to help others - to 
bring together help where a need may exist - was the 
impetus for the Expo. 

Outside in the parking lot, the constant hum 
from the motors supplying electric service to the Boston 
Children's Hospital mobile blood van was a reassuring 
sound that the precious gift of blood can't be taken 
for granted. Blood and blood products are in constant 
demand at all hospitals. Zucco said that by 2:30 pm, only 
an hour and a half into the Expo, 30 donors had come 
forward. 

Inside the hall positioned around the room, one 
could find any number of ways to help. 

From Mattapoisett were representatives from the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust, Mattapoisett Historical Society 
Museum, and Mattapoisett Women's Club. 

From New Bedford were volunteers from Sister 
Rose House that has been an institution for over 30 years 
serving as a homeless shelter as well as providing clothing 
and meals. 

When asked what the organization needed, 
volunteer Becky Brosnan replied, "Socks, T-shirts, gloves, 
toiletries, food." She explained that the organization 
functioned as an "over-flow" shelter to approximately 35 
people, especially important given the record-setting cold 
temperatures. "When the temperatures are freezing or 
above, some won't come inside even if a bed is available," 
Brosnan said. But the last week had seen all available 
beds in the city of New Bedford "taken." She said that 
Sister Rose House serves as a shelter to approximately 600 
people each year. 

Another organization that works directly 
with those whose personal needs are greatest and an 
organization that Zucco has been working with for 
years was also at the Expo: Gifts To Give. Described

Town House the temperature was a chilly 51°R The 
furnace ha.d finally gone caput! 

A major ageniia item for the Boarii of Selectmen 
was next steps in not only providing staff and visitors to 
the building with a comfortable temperature in which 
to conduct business, but also in keeping pipes and 
other vital systems in the structure from damage due to 
extremely low internal temperatures. 

Facilities Manager Sean Cormier discussed with 
the selectmen stopgap measures that could be used to 
provide the building with heat while a new boiler is 
purchased and installed. 

Cost estimates for a new boiler were $74,000 but 
as town administrator Paul Dawson pointed out, there 
would be other associated expenses that would bring the 
sum closer to $100,000. Cormier said that a temporary 
heating solution could run anywhere from $1,000 to 
$4,000 per week. 

Dawson said that he would contact the state to let 
them know about the emergency and the need to bypass 
regulated purchasing protocols given the emergency at 
hand. 

The selectmen approved Dawson's request. 

They also agreed to move forward on adding a line item 
to transfer funds for the new heating system to a newly 
announced special town meeting in February. 

Regarding that special town meeting, it was 
brought up during discussions regarding a moratorium 
on pot sales in Marion. 

The subject of requesting a moratorium on the 
soon-to-be-legislated "adult use marijuana" state laws 
prompted appearances by Planning Board Chairman 
Eileen Marum, Karen Walega of the Board of Health, and 
attorney Cheryl Sbarra, director of law and policy for the 
Massachusetts Association of Health Boards. 

Marum said that given the short window between 
when the state's regulations would become law in March 
and the first applications for opening retail establishments 
in April would be accepted, there simply wasn't time to 
write bylaws. She asked the selectmen to set a special 
town meeting date with a warrant article that would ask 
voters to request a temporary moratorium from the state.

thus giving the town's various boards sufficient time to 
write bylaws. 

Marum said that since Marion's voters had 
approved the use of recreational marijuana, the town now 
had to go through a two-pronged process if they wanted 
to ban it completely. The first step in that process would 
be a warrant article asking voters to put the question on 
a ballot in an upcoming election cycle. Tonight, she asked 
for support on a moratorium giving the town time to 
weigh its options. 

Sbarra came forward and said that Attorney 
General Maura Healey had been quickly granting requests 
from cities and towns granting moratoriums until the end 
of December 2018. "You can prohibit the sale of 
marijuana in town, but it is a more tedious process," 

Sbarra said. She also said that those municipalities that 
had voted against the legal use of marijuana did not have 
to go through such lengths to ban it totally from their 
communities. 

Regarding bylaws, Sbarra said that as long as 
local bylaws were reasonable and didn't conflict with state 
regulations, passage would be easier. 

The selectmen were in agreement that a 
moratorium should be sought and accepted a draft 
warrant article that Marum presented. 

Dawson suggested the selectmen set the date 
of February 15 for a special town meeting. That special 
session would now have two warrant articles - monies to 



cover Facility Department expenses associated with a new 
boiler for the Town House and whether or not to seek a 
moratorium on pot sales in Marion. 

In other business, Dawson said that during 
the next selectmen's meeting candidates for the vacant 
council on aging directorship would be interviewed. 
Dawson also said that he had not been able to find a 
temporary replacement to fill the position of Department 
of Public Works Superintendent. The selectmen agreed 
that the position should be advertised. 

On the theme of vacancies, Jody Dickerson 
announced that he would not be seeking another term as 
selectman in the May elections. 

"I've given a quarter of my life to the town," 
Dickerson said. 

Dickerson thanked all the department heads he 
has worked with over the years with a special nod to 
Administrative Assistant Deb Paiva for helping him. Of 
Dawson Dickerson said, "Paul has the most thankless job 
in any community ... he has been the most professional 
administrator I've worked with." Dickerson also thanked 
the townspeople for their support but added with tongue 
in cheek that his fifteen years had been longer than some 
sentences handed down for crimes. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 6 at 7:00 pm in the 
town house conference room.

Wellspring Woes Continue 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals 

By Jean Perry 

Woes continue to continue on Hiller Road next to 
Wellspring Farms, with another continuance continuing 
the continuation of continuing problems. 

Cathy Mendoza, abutter to the therapeutic 
experiential farm mental health facility at 42 Hiller Road, 
returned to the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals on 
December 28, prompting the board to re-open the public 
comment portion of the public hearing in order for her to 
offer further information. 

Mendoza said there must have been some 
confusion during the last meeting.

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"I don't think it's as simple as just deciding on 
whether the Planning Board did their job," said Mendoza. 
Mendoza has appealed the Planning Board's Site Plan 
Review approval to the ZBA. "This permit is still under 
your jurisdiction. You awarded this commercial permit." 
She added, after some research, that the ZBA does have 
the authority to revisit this issue and make any revisions 
to bring the Wellspring operation into compliance. 

Into compliance with what, ZBA member Kirby 
Gilmore asked her. 

With state noise regulations, Mendoza said, which 
Wellspring is currently violating on a daily basis, she 
alleged, "which my scientific study showed." 

Mendoza, during the meeting on December 21, 
said she had downloaded an app on her phone to measure 
the noise emitted from Wellspring Farm that is disruptive. 

In some research on past Case Law, Mendoza said 
the Town could mandate that Wellspring owners James 
and Holly Vogel double the 20-foot buffer between the 
operation and the property line, and even triple it. 

Mendoza recalled that the Planning Board found 
a 40-foot buffer excessive, especially since major shifts of 
buildings and driveways at Wellspring would be needed 
in order to widen a buffer. 

"I think we're going to have to continue this 
again," said Cutler. 

Neither Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson 
nor Town Counsel Blair Bailey were able to make the 
meeting that night. 

Mendoza continued, "You do understand that 
you do have the right... to look at the Site Plan ... and 
you do have the right to step back and impose further 
conditions." 

"Assuming that that is correct," said Cutler, 

"we will take a look at that and discuss that with town 
counsel." 

Mendoza was not reassured. 

"I'm just concerned because Blair [Bailey] and I 
have had a lot of conversations about a lot of things, and 
when it comes to certain points of law, I have actually 
proven him wrong maybe three times, so..." 

Attorney for the Vogels, George Boerger, 
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maintained that the Vogels were in fact operating under 
the state's maximum noise level. He spoke with the noise 
experts, he said. "They couldn't believe that somebody 
would allege that because a car's idling or somebody's 
talking to each other that that's a violation of the noise 
regulations." 

Mendoza had a chance to appeal the ZBA's prior 
decision within the 20-day appeal period, Boerger said, 
maintaining that Wellspring was in fact compliant and 
that Mendoza was trying to subvert the appeal process. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo said 
the Planning Board had never visited Wellspring or 
Mendoza's property during business hours, so he was 
unsure whether noise was substantial coming from 
Wellspring. 

Florindo suggested the ZBA meet again on 
January 4 and allow Johnson and Bailey the chance to 
attend, "So we can go over the whole thing again." 

"I would much rather see a larger amount of 
people from the Planning Board [present] ... to give Cathy 
a fair shot at it." 

James Vogel later added that Mendoza's account 
of what is happening at Wellspring is "not true." 

"I am telling you that what you hear is totally 
inaccurate," he said, renewing his invitation to visit the 
site during business hours. 

"And the noise, if there is any noise, that we make 
is much less than an air horn that gets used five days a 
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week to scare kids with autism that we have to listen to," 
said Vogel, turning the tables on Mendoza. "And there's 
been other experiences there as well, so for a clear picture 
please come and see us." 

Mendoza wanted to rebut against the accusation 
that someone was sounding an air horn from her property, 
but Cutler would not allow it. 

"No more rebuttals because it's just going to go 
back and forth," said Cutler. 

The board again closed the hearing to public 
comment and continued the matter until January 4. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for January 4 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 



Turtle Garden Violation Deemed 
Unintentional 

Marion Conservation Commission

Debra Ewing of Jenney Street, on behalf of 
residents at The Cove who have been overseeing the 
turtle habitat protection project on Town-owned land, 
came before the Marion Conservation Commission on 
December 27 to address a violation of mowing beyond the 
boundaries allowed in the Order of Conditions. 

The matter was continued from December 13 so 
the commission could get some answers before turning 
its attention to The Cove's request for an extension of its 
permit to maintain the landscaping of the turtle nesting 
habitat restoration project near Hammetts Cove off Jenney 
Lane. 

The problem was that mowing had been 
performed that far exceeded the boundaries set by the 
commission back in 2015. Before issuing a three-year 
extension, which the commission still held off on for now, 
the commission members needed some information, 
particularly about the benefits of mowing the coastal 
property when it came to not just the diamondback 
terrapins, but also the eastern box turtles. 

First, Ewing said the work that was done by 
the new landscaping company the residents hired was 
completely contrary to the instructions she gave them. 

She said she gave explicit directions to the landscaper, but 
the worker who did the actual work while Ewing was not 
at home ignored the posted boundaries. 

"They were way out to the water and I told them 
immediately to stop, but I was not aware that it was 
going to be happening that day," said Ewing. "It was not 
supposed to happen." 

Ewing said she finds the boundary posts to be 
obvious, but commission member Shaun Walsh added, 
"The posts are very obvious, but to the uninitiated it's not 
very clear what they're demarcating, so they look almost a 
little bit random." 

Walsh later suggested that The Cove residents 
purchase small circular signs announcing the presence 
of wetlands and number the posts accordingly with the 
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numbers expressed on the plan and accompanying Order 
of Conditions. 

And in the future, Walsh added, a copy of the 
Order of Conditions should be physically handed to the 
landscaper before any future work is completed. 

'It's vitally important that whoever does that 
activity in the future has a copy of this order," said Walsh. 

As for the eastern box turtles, although they enjoy 
the mowed areas for passage, the wetter regions closer to 
the shoreline are not where the box turtle prefers to nest. 

"Our question..." Chairman Cynthia Callow 
asked, ".. .is the mowing of that area vital to the habitat 
of the box turtle? Is that a place where they go? Is that a 
place where they play? 

Commission member Jeffrey Doubrava said that 
he recalled from prior hearings in 2015 that the mowing 
had something to do with box turtles, and Walsh, who 
had reviewed meeting minutes, concurred. 

The commission determined that Don "Turtle 
Man" Lewis, the one who spearheaded the project and 
has since moved to Florida, did state that the mowing 
would benefit the eastern box turtle in some way. 
However, Ewing said she was unaware of how the 
mowing would benefit them. 

"That was the only controversial part of the 
project - the mowing," Doubrava recalled, saying that 
Lewis had initially requested a 30,000 square-foot sandy 
area to be cleared, but the commission only granted a 
2,000 square-foot area. 

"Mowing was definitely limited," Callow said. 
"There was a big discussion about that." 

Landis Major, president of The Cove 
Homeowner's Association, said he has seen box turtles 
in the mowed area. "Not a great number, but I have seen 
them." 

But they do not nest there, unlike the terrapins, 
which benefit from the mowing because they need the 
sandy area to lay their eggs. 

Some Cove residents actually question whether 
expanding the sandy nesting habitat would ensure even 
more success of the project in the future. 

Before the rescue project was established, it was 
determined that there were roughly 50 diamondback 
terrapins in Hammetts Cove, almost driven to extinction 
because none of the hatchlings survived. 

Doubrava reminded Ewing that the maintenance 
permit was good until April 2018. In the meantime, the 
residents should get confirmation from a biologist that 
continued mowing is still essential to the project and also 
find a viable solution for improving the boundary post 
markers so that future landscapers would not repeat the 
mistake of over-mowing the area. 

"The mowing part," said Major, "I don't see as a 
problem, now that we've experienced one disaster that 
was not our choosing. We can either put out more [small¬ 
sized] posts or we could rope it." 

As long as the enhanced markings are consistent 
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with the Order of Conditions, said Walsh. 

''Without any kind of information, even a small 
little circle sign ... it's just a bunch of random posts," 
Walsh said. 

The residents of The Cove do not need to return 
before the commission, but they will need to submit the 
information the commission requested before the permit 
expires in April. 

Also during the meeting, a Request for Certificate 
of Compliance for Warren and Lee Williamson of 121 
Converse Road was issued. The commission reviewed the 
history of the Order of Conditions and prior Enforcement 
Order and found no further issues or concerns at the 
present time. 

The Request for Certificate of Compliance 
for Theresa Fitzpatrick for 14 Doran Way was issued 
contingent upon (and issued upon) the new property 
owners furnishing the commission with proof that a 
permanent split-rail fence or line of boulders has been 
installed. The house was slated for closing on January 
10, and Fitzpatrick claimed she was unaware that a 
permanent wetlands marker was required. 

The public hearing for the Town of Marion's 
Notice of Intent for the construction of the County 
Road water main and meter vault installation to extend 
a 12-inch water main to provide an emergency water 
supply to Wareham in case of fire or other emergency (at 
the expense of the Town of Wareham pending a Town 
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Meeting vote) was continued until January 10 in order to 
allow for time to properly notify one last abutter who was 
otherwise unreachable before the hearing. 

In other matters, the commission will hold off 
before issuing a Restoration Completion request for 99 
Perry Lane until it can review work completed at the sight 
in the spring. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is January 10 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 


The Earlier, the Better! 

ORR Update

Ringing in the New Year doesn't mean it's a 
new start yet for many of the seniors at Old Rochester 
Regional. In fact, for many, celebrating will have to wait 
until the end of March when all applicants are guaranteed 
to have heard back from the colleges and universities to 
which they applied. 

For those who are unfamiliar with newer college 
application procedures, there are three main types of 
applications for students who are applying to college. 

The first of these is early action, where students 
apply by November to hear back by mid-December and 
have an earlier picture of their options for the upcoming 
fall. 

Students can also apply for early decision, which 
is a binding application (if a student is accepted, they 
have to attend). 

Last, but not least, there's good old 'regular 
decision,' where students have until around early to mid- 
January to submit applications to schools and hear back 
from them by the end of March. All of these choices allow 
students to accept an offer by May 1, which is known as 
National College Acceptance Day. 

Students at Old Rochester have participated in 
all three of these options. There are more than a few who 
were accepted via early decision to their top choices as 
well. 

"I applied to Columbia University, Chapman 
University, USC, Georgia Tech, and the University of 

15 Years of Experience 
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Chicago," said senior Evan Tilley. "I was accepted into 
Columbia University's School of Engineering in early 
decision, so that's where I'll be going. I'm super excited 
about it!" 

"I applied to St. Lawrence University in upstate 
New York through early decision," said senior Ayana 
Hartley "They were my top school and I was accepted, so 
I'm really happy about that." 

Some students have heard back early from several 
schools, although they are still waiting to receive all of 
their regular decisions. 

"I applied early action to UMass Amherst and 
got in," said senior Alice Bednarczyk. "I also applied to 
Emerson, Virginia Tech, Smith, Amherst College, Syracuse 
University and RPI, so I'm waiting to hear back from all 
of them before I make my final decision." 

After having spent much of their time in the past 
four to five months on college applications, many of the 
students had advice they were eager to share with those 
who follow in their footsteps next year. 

"Start your college apps early early early" 
Hartley commented. "I had mine done by the second 
week of school and was stress-free for the most part 
afterwards. It pays to do ahead of time instead of 
procrastinating." 

"The hardest part of the application was 
definitely the essays. It was hard to write multiple unique 
essays and each one took a lot of time," Tilley said. "Start 
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early on your applications; mine took a lot longer than 
I expected. I was pretty stressed out waiting for the 
decisions back from colleges." 

Of course, essays aren't the only part of the 
tedious application process. Veterans of the process 
suggested that applicants make a resume on their own 
before starting any applications so that they can have 
a better idea of the different extracurricular activities 
available to write about in specific activity sections and 
open responses. 

For students with artistic talent or applying to 
some specific majors, certain schools suggest that they 
submit a portfolio to showcase several pieces of their 
work. 

"If you have to upload a portfolio, be careful 
because every school has their own requirements and 
expectations, and sometimes can require more writing 
with the portfolio," cautioned Bednarczyk. 

There is also the ever-dreaded SAT and ACT 
tests that many feel can make up a significant part of 
competitive school applications. Although more and more 
colleges now include test-optional choices, many of the 
students suggested taking the SAT or ACT at least once 
before a student's senior year so that they could use it as a 
trial run and get used to the test. 

All in all, the majority of the students essentially 
agreed upon one thing that would've helped them in their 
own application process:

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''Start early!" senior Hannah Powers said. "I 
started during the summer and spread it out and it 
worked great! But even then I was still cutting it close." 

And finally, "Do your apps way before the 
deadline," Bednarczyk agreed. "Also, look at applying 
early action to as many schools as possible, because it's 
seriously worth it in the long run." 

Valles Already an Easy Fit at Gordon 

High School Sports Update

His high school coach at Old Rochester, Steve 
Carvalho, might still miss Matt Valles this year - even 
with the team starting off the season with a 5-0 record 
through December - but the 6-foot-6 forward has moved 
on to the college game and is already 10 games deep, 
starting every game to this point in Division III Gordon 
College's young season. 

Combining with Garrisson Duvivier of Brockton, 
the two make up the Fighting Scots' frontcourt, with 
Valles playing the four on defense and holding down the 
post on offense. 

"We compliment each other well on the court," 
Valles said. "He's my height, but he's stronger, more of a 
center-type. I usually guard the four on defense because 
I can move quicker than him. I just give more length and 
mobility." 

Valles' athleticism continues to make him a force 
in the post, much like he was in high school. But Gordon 
has worked on his shot from long range with hopes of 
him stretching the floor, especially when his 6-foot-ll 
teammate and classmate Parker Omslaer is in the game. 

So far, Valles is averaging 6.3 points per game 
and 3.2 boards a night, playing 17.7 minutes a game on 
average. The stat-line looks a bit different from what the 
Mattapoisett native was posting in high school, but those 
are solid numbers for a freshman to start their college 
career. Plus, a drop in numbers is to be expected, given 
the jump in talent. 

"It's nice to have everyone who knows the game 
in an out and the speed is different," Valles said. "That's 
the biggest difference ... the speed is way quicker than 
high school. I think because of the athleticism. Everyone 
wants to run, everyone wants to shoot - everyone's a 
shooter no matter how tall they are." 

Not only has the speed picked up for Valles, but 
he's also dealing with a greater defensive responsibility, 
guarding the opposing power forward. The freshman 
went from guarding the tallest player on the opposing

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The Sippican Hotel, once located on the corner 
of South and Water Streets, started out as a two-story 
farm house built in 1794. In 1864, the former farm house 
became The Bay View House and a third floor was added. 
In 1882, an additional wing was added and a final four- 
story addition was added in 1907. 

In the early 1900s, famed artists, presidents, 
literary people, and well-to-do families from Boston and 
New York came for the summer and enjoyed the comforts 
of The Sippican Hotel and Casino located across the 
street on the harbor where guests could gamble, listen to 
music, dance in the ballroom or play tennis on adjacent 
courts. Summer residents came by train, then trolley from 
Wareham with their luggage following by horse and 
carriage. 

The hotel was sold to a Boston syndicate that 
planned to convert the hotel into a Tavern and the Casino 
into a dance hall, but with the advent of The Great 
Depression, the hotel and casino were torn down in 1929. 
Thus, the memories of a bygone era live on through the 
documentation of people like David Pierce who bring 
history alive for us.

The Post Starring Meryl Streep and Tom Hanks. 
Directed by Steven Spielberg. Running time: 116 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now in limited 
theatrical release; opens wide January 11. 

It seems unlikely, but The Post marks the first 
time Steven Spielberg has put the Vietnam War on 
the screen. Granted, it's only for the first few minutes, 
and I can't really forgive his easy falling back on 
Creedence Clearwater Revival for the song choice 
(Creedence is generally the lazy director's signifier 
for 'Nam). But the PG-13 jungle chaos Spielberg 
stages right at the start helps to establish why the 
saturnine and disaffected Daniel Ellsberg (Matthew 
Rhys) risks everything to leak sensitive government 
documents to the New York Times, the Washington Post, 
and seventeen other newspapers — documents that 
show the government knew we couldn't win the war. 

The Post isn't really about Ellsberg, whose 
story was told in a cable movie from 1993, The 
Pentagon Papers, starring James Spader. No, the story 
here is about chasing a story. Katharine Graham 
(Meryl Streep) has taken over as publisher of the 
Post from her husband, who committed suicide eight 
years prior; she feels insecure in the role, the paper is 
bleeding money, and now would seem the worst time 
to run a bombshell story that will, at the very least, 
antagonize the Nixon administration. But the story is 
more or less dropped into a Post reporter's lap, and 
the savvy editor Ben Bradlee (Tom Hanks) lunges for 
it. Various lawyers and bean-counters advise Ben and 
Katharine to back off. They won't. 

The problem is, there's not much inner 
conflict. Every so often there's a line of dialogue 
about how very, very foolish the paper would be, 
especially after going public at a loss, to pursue its 
line of inquiry. This sort of scene generally ends 
with Ben or Katharine nodding gravely and saying 
something like "Okay. We're going with it anyway." 
Spielberg doesn't put much stress on their fear, or 
on anything else, really. The filmmaking is very 
mild, classical at times, shot in long takes of two 
people sitting and talking. Despite that. The Post does 



move along; it comes in at a brisk hour and fifty-six 
minutes, which for Spielberg these days is concise. It's 
smooth work from an old master (despite clunks like 
a bad continuity gaffe involving someone's cigarette). 

The smoothness is meant to help the message 
go down — that a free press is crucial for an informed 
public, that in the words of the Supreme Court it's 
there for the governed, not the governors. Under the 
current leadership, which is fond of discounting the 
media with squawks of "fake news," we are meant to 
find that message more poignantly urgent than ever. 
But — how to put it gently? — those who might most 
benefit from such a message aren't likely to go see 
The Post, or to come away from it changed if they do 
go. It is possibly, then, a note of go-get-'em support to 
the beleaguered and splintered media of the moment. 
If they could take a demon off the throne, the movie 
whispers, so can you. 

Spielberg, though, doesn't bring much passion 
to it, and he seems to encourage his actors, sharp 
but tremulous Streep and amiably growling Hanks, 
to underplay to match his apparent energy level. 

Years from now, away from its current relevance. 

The Post will play like a sedate prequel to All the 
Presidents Men — here's how the heroic paper 
rose from its underdog status to set the table for 
its later, larger triumph. I don't think the seeming 
lack of engagement on Spielberg's part is due to his 
indifference to the subject, but maybe to the simple, 
complexity-free way it's presented (by writers Liz 
Hannah and Josh Singer, the latter of whom wrote 
Spotlight, a better movie about a paper going after the 
big fish). The Post is bland and, if I'm not mistaken, 
vaguely dispirited, as if Spielberg knew the media 
it depicts has become a shadow of itself, as have the 
media's consumers. Newspaper-making even in its 
full metal physical details — the clacking typewriters, 
the gleaming printing plates — had more substance in 
the old days.
